McGarry, provincial treasurer, South 
Renfrew; Hon. Finlay McDairmaid. 
.minister of public works, Elgin East 
and Hon. W. D. McPherson, provin 
eial secretary.— The result of the e- 
lection is a complete refutation of th( 
present regime and displays the pow¬ 
er behind the new organization, which 
in u really embryo state, has accom¬ 
plished the almost unexpected in the 
political stronghold of the old parties, 
and further anticipates their possibil¬ 
ities when the organization is tnon 
fully and completely organized am 
equipped.

4. Recommending the sale of spir- 
itous and malt liquors through gov¬ 
ernment agencies, ard :.l the present 
writing it is pretty sale to state that 
all four of the measures were defeat¬ 
ed, but 2 and 4 were Bomewhat inde¬ 
finite, as the vote of the cities showed 
a win, but the rural districts are sup 
posed to much overbala. ce the vote 
in the cities and defeat the measures.

THE PRINCE’S PURCHASE 


NARROW PREJUDICE 


What is calculated to put politics 
on a higher plane in this country ia 
welcome, and we are sorry to see the 
United Farmers of Ontario, in var¬ 
ious constituencies, making appeals 
on behalf of their candidates, to nar¬ 
row prejudices, to the same extent as 
was ever the case with ‘Grit’ or ‘Tory.’ 
Here is what the Farmers’ Sun says 
in a recent issue on a "Reverend 
Hearot Candidate” in South Welling¬ 
ton, which will never lead to better 
days in matters of Government. 

“It might be thought that an Ang¬ 
lican derglman introduced into the 
political world by the Roman Catho¬ 
lic provincial treasurer to support 
the Methodist premier, would be al¬ 
most too saintly to descend to every¬ 
day life.* ...With an Anglican canon 
as Minister of Education, and a good 
bunch of Reverend members on the 
back benches behind him, the province 
should soon have walls of jasper and 
gates of pearl, and every M. P. P. be

The purchase of a small ranch of 
1600 acres in the Province of Alberta 
by H. R. H. the Prince of Wales, while 
in thiB locality has a peculiar signi¬ 
ficance and influence upon the people 
of the Province generally, and upon 
the people of the High River district, 
wherein the ranch is located, particu¬ 
larly, and many optomistlc as well as 
pessimistic opinions are heard regard¬ 
ing the purchase. 

There can be but one conclusion, 
however, for the transfer, and that is, 
the Prince was particularly interested 
and much enamored with the country 
wherein he madfe his purchase and 
where, he states, he hopes and intend? 
to spend part at his life. Direct in¬ 
formation tells us that he was quit? 
infatuated with the life spent for 
twenty-four hours at the Bar U 
Ranch, which, together with the beau¬ 
tiful scenery thereabouts, created i 
within him a desire to become direct¬ 
ly interested in its attractions, and the 
result was the purchase of the Red- 
Ingfeld ranch. Whether or no, the 
Prince may be able to spend any part 
of his time on his new holdings here 
it is noteworthy that the incident ip 
and will remain to be a big boom for 
this particular district, in which he 
has so singularly and permanently 
affixed his identity. The world and 
its peoples will immediately be in¬ 
formed, through the press, of his pur¬ 
chase in Alberta, and their attention?

PLAN COMPLETE BOYCOTT 
OF BOLSHEVIKI 


The text of the note of the supreme 
council inviting Germany to partici¬ 
pate in the blockade of Russia as 
published by the Berlin Tageblatt and 
reprinted by the Daily Herald, shows 
that Sweden, Norway, Denmark, Fin¬ 
land, Spain, Switzerland, Mexico, 
Chile, Argentine, Colombia and Ven¬ 
ezuela have been invited to 'initiate 
measures to prevent their nationals 
from engaging in any trade whatever 
with Bolshevik Russia. The meas¬ 
ures are thus enumerated: 

1. —Refusal of permission to sail to 
every ship bound for a Russian Bol¬ 
shevik port and the closing of all 
ports to ships from Bolshevik ports. 

2. —Similar regulations to be adopt¬ 
ed with regard to all goods destined 
for Russian ports by another route. 

3. —Passports will be refused to all 
persons, to or from, Bolshevik Russia. 
Isolated exceptions may be made by 
the Allied powers. 

4. —Measures to be taken to hinder 
bankers from granting credit to com¬ 
mercial undertaking in Bolshevik 
Russia. 

5. —Every government will refuse 
its nationals any facilities of inter¬ 
course with Bolshevik Russia, wheth¬ 
er by post or wireless telegraph. 

Marshall Foch added the following: 
Inform the German government that 
British and French men-of-war in the 
Gulf of Finland will continue to block¬ 
ade Bolshevik ports, and detain from 
the moment they come in sight, any 
supplies bound for such ports. 

The preamble to the note declares 
that the open enmity of the Bolshe¬ 
viks is directed against all govern¬ 
ments and that programs of interna¬ 
tional revolution circulated by them 
constitute a grave danger to the na¬ 
tional security of all the powers.

When Edward, Prince of Wales—eager, bright' 
eyed, smiling and sincere—arrived in Canada in 
August, and when he voiced his great admiration of 
the wonderful achievements of Canadians,, on the 
fields of battle and at home, once again we were 
thrilled with joyous pride. 

He asked concerning Canada’s reconstruction pro* 
gramme, and when he was told of the Victory Loan 
1919, he graciously consented to the use of his Coat 
of Arms on a flag, which is to be the prize of honour 
for districts achieving their quota in the loan. 

In dedicating “The Prince’s Flag” at Ottawa on 
Labor Day, His Royal Highness said in part:— 

' “It is a great joy to me to be associated with the 
loan, which is the bridge between war and peace, and 
which is finishing off the job.” 

“I hope every city and district will win my flag.” 

Striking, and beautiful in design, this flag will form 
not only an unique memento of Victory Year, but a 
lasting and outstanding souvenir of the visit of His 
Royal Highness —a visit which will remain as one of 
the most memorable events in Canada’s history. 

The reproduction above shows the design of the 
flag. The body is white, the edge red; in the upper 
left hand corner is the Union Jack, and in the lower 
right hand comer the Prince of Wales’ Coat of Arms. 

The flag is made in two sizes, 4 feet 6 inches by 
9 feet for small cities, towns and villages, and 7 feet 
by 13 feet 6 inches for cities of over 10,000 population. 

Canada has been divided into canvassing districts 
by the Victory Loan Organization. Each city forms 
one district. Other districts have been determined 
according to population- 

Each of these canvassing districts has been allotted 
a certain amount in Viptory Bonds to sell. To win 
the Prince’s Flag, therefore, a district has to sell its 
allotment. That is the one and simple condition. 

Anticipating that many districts will buy far 
beyond their allotment, the organization decided that 
for each twenty-five per cent, excess of the qtiota one 
Prince of Wales’ Crest be awarded. Thus the workers 
in a district doubling its quota will be the proud win¬ 
ners of four small, crests for their Honour Flag. These 
crests will be sewn to the flag. The Prince's Crest— 


wore messaline silk and carried pink 
carnations. The groom was support¬ 
ed by Mr/Herbert McWilliams. The 
groom’s gift to the bride was a pearl 
pendant, and to the bridesmaid a coi- 
al necklace. After the ceremony a 
wedding dinner was served, and a 
toast to the bride was proposed by 
Dr. Kerby. 

The ceremony took place under an 
arch of evergreens and fall foliage, 
and the “Wedding March” was play¬ 
ed by Mr. John Kidoo.

SALT DEPOSITS IN ALBERTA 
ARE NOW DISCOVERED 


Province Established As One of the 
Richest Producing Areas in World 

Brine from springs in eastern Al¬ 
berta having the appearance of mud 
volcanoes, has been found to assay 
9819 per cent salt, establishing,Alber¬ 
ta as one of the richest salt-producing 
areas in the world, according to W. O, 
Saunders, representing British capital 
interested in Canada’s natural 
sources, who is en route to England to 
make his report. He will return to 
Canada in four months. In the same 
neighborhood conglomerate deposits 
were unearthed which contained fine 
specimens of garnet, agate and other 
rare mineral products, he declared. 

In-Die eastern section of the pro¬ 
vince/near the border, Mr. Saunders 
stated, salt deposits, rising from nu¬ 
merous springs in a shallow lake, 
were found. These “mud volcanoes” 
are throwing up brine 98 V4 per cent, 
of which is salt. The lake itself, into 
which these springs flow, contains 62 
per cent, salt, as compared with 37 
per cent, in Salt Lake, Utah.

The Fire Commissioners of the Vil¬ 
lage of Vulcan have adopted the fol¬ 
lowing suggestions, and request that 
all citizens read and follow the same 
as a necessary precaution against 
possible fires, at this particular time. 

Things Not to Do 

. 1. Don't put ashes in other than 
metal receptacles and don’t dump 
them where they will come in possible 
contact with combustible material. 

2. Don’t permit oily rags to lie a- 
round. 

3. ,Don’t let the fact that you are 
insured make you careless. 

4. Don’t use an open light in the 
presence of inflammable liquids. 

6. Don’t throw away lighted ci¬ 
gars, cigarettes or matches. 

6. Don’t use kerosene, benzine or 
gasoline in lighting fires, or to 
quicken a slow fire—it may result in 
death.' 

7. Don’t use gasoline or benzine to 
cleanse near any open flame, light or 
fire.

The Things to Do * 

1. Keep waste paper, packing 
materials and rubbish cleaned up, re¬ 
move from building at least daily. 

2. Make frequent personal inspec¬ 
tion from a fire standpoint. 

3. Put up-and enforce “No Smok¬ 
ing” signs in hazardous localities. 

4. Have all smoke pipes and chim¬ 
neys inspected and repaired by a com¬ 
petent person before starting fires for 
the winter. 

6, Keep gasoline In safety cans 
and in a safe place. 

6. Where convenient, keep a barrel 
of water and pails filled and extin¬ 
guishers charged. 

7. Feel your personal responsi¬ 
bility for possible loss of life and pro¬ 
perty by fire and act accordingly. 

8. Pay attention to your stoves 
the last thing at night and make sure 
they are properly safe to leave. 

9. Notify the authorities in case of 
dangerous exposures or proceedings.
